Sept.  Directors  Report: 

• Proposal  sent  to  Golden  Gates  Warriors  from  PHNH  to  be  recognized  as  a community  agency 
and  to  request  funding  for  repair  of  Gymnasium.  Application  still  pending 

• Ron  Feorre,  who  has  been  utilizing  gym  on  Monday  nights  for  Live  Oaks  Youth  Basketball, 
offered  the  services  of  his  construction  crew  and  the  possibility  of  providing  a temporary  repair 
of  gymnasium.  Nov.  24th  PHNH  will  have  more  information  in  regards  to  Feori's  offer. 

-Full  renovation  needed  to  repair  severe  water  damage.  Six  months  to  a year  needed  for  full  repair. 

-Twenty  year  guarantee  was  given  by  the  roofers  to  ensure  security  of  gymnasium  roof.  The  roof  has 
become  dislodged.  Etheley  suggests  investigating  the  statute  of  limitations  and  finding  a way  to  hold  the 
roofers  liable.

-Gym  'EXIT'  sign  repair  and  replacement:  $50 
- Front  exit  concrete  repair:  $30

• Presentation  about  local  shooting  held  at  PHNH  was  featured  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

• METTA  foundation  changed  their  policy  for  Summer  in  the  City  Scholarship  program,  opting  for 
cost  reimbursement.  Proposal  submitted  to  METTA  by  PHNH  on  August  29th.  New  contract 
manager  from  METTA  contacted  PHNH  about  the  centers  budget.
